Horses, Horses 


U^HEN you look back over the past; you realize 
that no truer words were ever said than that most 
folks wear themselves out worrying over things that 
never happen. So the alarms which have been sounded 
recently that fanners may have to go back to horses, 
does not seem to Justify lying awake and worrying. Fuel 
ffcila and. gas have now come to be as vital a factor in 
farm production as in industrial life, and to impose-, 
heavy .restrictions or deny such essential material to the 
farms, would be to cripple the most vital asset of war 
or peace—fbbd production. Regulations can go a long 
way in restricting use of gas in pleasure driving, and 
there will be little protest from the public. Hut it would 
be a serious situation if ordinary farm industry suirered 
imposition of higher prices or stiff quotas. 

It is not only western Canada that would be affected. 
Power farming is gaining a bi g foothold on easter n— 
farms, and reports from old Ontario tell of the many 
fanners now getting tractors, mainly because of the 
shortage in manpower. .. 

But there are indicators which point to an increasing 
demand for horses—not only in this coentry but the 
world over. Possibility of fuel shortages are on the 
horizon and this may revive the use of horses for de¬ 
liveries of all sorts, and for the holder of small acreage. 
The man who continues to keep a few horses on the 
place may be justified in looking to them to bring him 
better returns than for some years past. 

But there are indications which point to an increasing 
demand for horses—not only in this country but the 
many developments unanticipated, that it is in a tail 
spin most of the time. Above all, has been the necessity 
of cutting costs of production by every means that the 
machine industry can devise. To this need has been ad¬ 
ded the present scarcity of man-power. To attempt to 
turn back the clock and re-instate horsepower on any 
large scale would be for one thing a physical impossi¬ 
bility. It is doubtful if thereare sufficient horses in 
Canada to handle such a turnover. The investment in 
power equipment of all sorts is tremendous, taxing in¬ 
dividual resources to the limit. Any further disorganU 
zation of farm setup, as a temporary measure would be 
completely ruinous. Even those in authority and their 
advisory experts must see that. 

There are many services in which horse power might 
be used to good advantage, one of which is a revival of 
buggy riding. But to expect old doboin in his present 
state of depletion to mann the agricultural scene over¬ 
night is too fantastic. 


Canadian Commonwealth 


^PHE increase in C.C.F. members returned in pro- 
vincial elections in B.C. and Nova Scotia has been 
regarded as significant of growing belief in the princi¬ 
ples of the (Sniadian Commonwealth Federation. On 
the other hand, it might also be construed as positive 
revolt against the old policies of Libeials and Conser¬ 
vatives. Under any circumstances, it is time for the 
general public to try to gain some understanding of this 
movement which has had a hard struggle for parlia¬ 
mentary representation. 

Theoretically the C.C.F. seems to be founded more 
nearly on Christian practice than many of the party 
policies which have prevailed in our day. But practically 
there is the grave doubt that people are prepared to 
pursue all-out Christian principles in personal and gov¬ 
ernmental life. The question is whom one would trust 
to carry out the socialistic program honestly. Honest in¬ 
tent would not ensure honest and efficient performance 
all down the line. 

C. F. Peterson writing in the Farm and Ranch Review 
discusses the objectives of the new social order, present¬ 
ing the alternatives of the state acquiring all industry 
and business by purchase, or by confiscation. The lat¬ 
ter could be no part of any honest plan, and Mr. Peter¬ 
son deals more with the huge investment entailed in 
government purchase of industries and utilities. How 
could it be financed He cites the C.N.R. as one example 
of government ownership, and presents a picture of a 
collapsing venture and an intolerable burden on the tax¬ 
payers. He speaks of the Scandinavian countries as 
examples of strongly Socialistic governments, but with¬ 
out any worker demand for state ownership and opera¬ 
tion of means of production. He believes these coun¬ 
tries realized “Very clearly that if the dynamic enter¬ 
prise of private ownership under a competitive system 
is replaced by the inertness of government, industrial 
stagnation would creep in and rising cost of production 
would ultimately destroy the nation." 

From any C.C.F. speakers whom we have heard, there 
is no announced BYhbition for the government to plunge 
holus-bolus into a thousand industries and utilities. The 
idea of state ownership as we have gathered, was more 
of a “Kttle by little” nature. It is almost safe to say 
that if the C.C.F. ever did reach dominance at Ottawa 
tbs result would be neither as disastrous as opponents 
expect, nor as freed from selfish impulse as supporters 
expect. 

One belief which is often voiced is a conviction that 

the brain# of the country should be “pooled"*'—not only 
for war but for peace. The highest ideal governing 
many able and gifted people is the accumulation of 
wealth end power. If they could be persuaded that ex¬ 
ceptional gifts impose higher obligation.- to humanity, 
and that these gifts could be used more happily an I 
purposefully in unselfish national service. than in ac¬ 
cumulating hzige personal fortunes, we might be started 
in the right direction. A definite limit on all salarie- 
and personal income, would not necessarily destroy ini- 
Uatlve.lt might divert some of the misdirected genius of 
the country into channels for general advancement.

Col. Ralston never said anything else than that the dis 5 
position of Canadian troops abroad rests with Ottawa. It 
was some one else who pretended otherwise. 

A. W. Neill, M.P. in advocating selective conscription of 
manpower, asks how many would pay taxes if payment was 
voluntary. The state which needs the money gets over that 
difficulty by decreeing that payment of taxes is obligatory. 
Even if sufficient taxes could be raised voluntarily the 
state could not allow it to be done. It would not be to the 
advantage of the state any more than it would be to the 
advantage of q church if only a few contributed to its up¬ 
keep. Every clergyman will tell you that members who do 
not contribute soon lose interest , in church work. In the 
larger sphere the same thing holds. The man who pays no 
taxes is not interested in economy or the rise or fall of the 
tax rate.

There is even more reason why the defence of a country 
should not depend wholly upon those willing to contribute 
end we were surprised and pleased to note that a French 
Canadian member, J. F. Poulliot. came out flatly in favor 
of conscripting Doukhobors and Mennonites and conscien¬ 
tious objectors generally. He is perfectly right when he 
says they who are to profit by our victory should help 
achieve it. The only point that remains is whether the 
government would be justified in applying conscription 
without a plebiscite or another election. That will, we fear, 
be decide ! according to what is politically expedient, but 
governments have often imposed duties upon the people 
without such sanction.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer disclosed that Marshal 
Retain is drawing an annuity of £500, approximately 
$2,400 from a Canadian Company. It is paid regularly be¬ 
cause Canada is still on good terms with Vichy although 
Britain still blockades her. An Ottawa spokesman denied 
that Canadian money is being sent him, which is probably 
true, hut the Company is allowed by the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to buy sterling and send it to the Marshal. The Brit¬ 
ish government could not very well forbid it. Ottawa still 
being on friendly terms with Vichy.

An answer to a question in the Commons the other day 
disclosed that we allow union dues collected in Canada to be 
sent to international unions with headquarters in the Un¬ 
led States, at par, a privilege that even the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment itself does not enjoy. Some of these unions are as 
inimical to Britain as Marshal Retain.

Terrible Toll or Accidents 
Stirs Authorities to Check 
All Driving—And Pedes¬ 
trians

Surprise was registered throughout 
Canada by the announcement Sunday 
night that a large contingent of Can¬ 
adian infantry had been landed in 
Hong Kong to- re-enforce that naval 
fortress. Crossing the Pacific, the 
transport steamed in safely, aston- 
• ishing the colony there. Hong Kong 
ranks second to Singapore as a Brit¬ 
ish stronghold of the far east. It is 
750 miles from Manila on the Chinese 
Bouth coast. Premier Churchill had 
stated that Britain would declare war 
immediately on Japan if hostilities 
developed between that country and 
U.S.A. The arrival of the Canadian 
-frbops coincided with that announce¬ 
ment. This is the first Canadian force 
ever to serve in the Orient, except for 
a small force serving at Vladvostok in 
the latter part of the last war. Cana¬ 
dians are also stationed in Newfound- 
lnd and the West Indies. 

The C.O. is Brigadier J. K. Law- 
son, and the men are largely front-

Japan Replies to U.S.A. 

Japan’s terms for settlement of the 
Jap-American crisis were announced 
as (1) Hands off Japan’s settlement, 
of the conflict with China; (2) lifting 
economic blockade; (3) an ending of 
the “military encirclement” of Japan 
by America, British, (Chinese and 
Dutch East Indies’ powers; (4) re¬ 
storation of normal trade relations. 

U.S. naval department announced 
that a U.S. criuser had captured an 
Axis merchant ship in Atlantic wa¬ 
ters with a a U.S. flag displaced on 
hull and deck. Upon being signalled 
for investigation, the crew attempted 
to sink the ship, but a salvage party 
was put aboard and succeeded in stop¬ 
ping leakages. The ship’s papers indi¬ 
cate that she was a German ship sail¬ 
ing under false colors. 

Ark Royal Sunk 

Britain has lost the famous aircraft 
carrier Ark Royal. It was torpedoed in 
the Mediterranean, and after strugg¬ 
ling for 12 hours to reach port, it 
sank about 25 miles from Gibraltar. 
Of the 1600 men aboard, only one was 
lost. This was a miraculous saving of 
life. - _ 

It has been declared that the Ark 
Royal is to be avenged as the Hood 
was avenged last spring by the .sink¬ 
ing of the Bismarck. The Ark Royal 
was sunk by two German subs, which 
also attacked the batleship Malaya, 
to Nazi report. 


Alberta faces the fact that fifty 
people in its boundaries have died this 
year .in traffic accidents,' and 210 per- 
-ons have.been injured, some very ser¬ 
iously. Immense property damage 
iias also been done. 

As a consequence of this shocking 
toll, the R.C.M.P. is starting a check 
on highway driving. This will be car¬ 
ried on over the province with strict 
requirements in respect to speeding— 
and all manner of traffic violation. 

Pedestrians will also be strictly 
checked and if they- ate found violat¬ 
ing the rules governing their use of 
the highway they, too, will be prose¬ 
cuted .under the Traffics Act. This 
regulation says: . “No person shall 
walk or remain on the paved or trav¬ 
elled portion of a road otherwise than 
close to his left hand edge of that poi- 
tion, and any driver approaching and 
passing a pedestrian so walking on a 
nighway shall drive as near to the 
centre of the road as he may safely 
do. and shall pass on the right hand 
side of such person.” 

In other words he must keep to his 
left side side of the road. 

Every car, on the highway with de¬ 
fective lights will be checked up, and 
brakes examined. Patrol cars carry 
apparatus for testing lights aind

The New Gibraltar 


(From the New York Times) 

It is reassuring to learn from the 
correspondent of the Times of Lon¬ 
don that Gibraltar has been strength¬ 
ened greatly. For fifteen months 1 
pneumatic drills have been boring new 
galleries in the heart of the Rock. The 
correspondent describes the scene un¬ 
derground as still presenting a Dan- 
esque picture of toil, although the 
work is done close to competition. A 
vast sub-surface city can now house 
the garrison in case of siege. There 
are available guns, ammunition, food 
and a water supply sufficient to enable 
defenders to rival the famous endur¬ 
ance of 1779-83, when the Rock stood 
siege for more than three years. 
There is also a well-protected fuel re¬ 
serve for the airplanes participating 
in the defence. 

Women, children and the aged have 
been banished from the population, 
which has come down from the nor¬ 
mal 15,000 of peacetime to a fifth of 
that number, almost all men between 
.he ages of 18 and 45 engaged in es¬ 
sential tasks. Some thousands more 
are admitted daily from Spanish ter¬ 
ritory for civilian duties and are eag¬ 
er to enter because food and even lux¬ 
uries are cheaper ar.d more plentiful 
there than in any town in Spain. This 
shifting population, however, must 
depart at nightfall and is admitted 
again only after the strictest scrutiny 
There is no blackout except in the 
event of an airraid warning, but naval 
posts and batteries arc fully manned

There 
is general speed up in many branches 
of Canadian mining, and a great 
search for metals of vital importance. 

Mercury used in precision instru¬ 
ments is now being made in Canada 
in sufficient quantity for Canadian 
iesds and with enough to make sub¬ 
stantial export to Britain. 

A deposit of cinnabar has been 
found near Pincher Lake, B.C. This 
s an ore of mercury in sufficient quan 
tity to replace what k was previously 
mported from Italy. 

Antimony is another mineral re¬ 
quited for batteries, rubber goods, etc. 
It was entirely imported up to 1938, 
but a plant at Trail now supplies full 
needs. 

Chromium has been produced only 
n small quantities in the last 20 
years. But a mill in Quebec is run¬ 
ning with a daily capacity of 100 
tons a day and is boosting this pro¬ 
duction speedily. 

Manganese prdduction at Gowland 
Lake, B.C. is likely to be sufficient 
soon for all Canada’s steel industry- 
needs. '

Figures respecting Canadian enlist¬ 
ments have been given by Defence 
Minister Ralston. 

The minister said as of Oct. 26 last 
the army had 110,209 men overseas. 
The number of overseas men returned 
• o Canada in medical category “E” as 
unfit for service was 3,080. The num¬ 
ber returned as unlikely to become ef¬ 
ficient for disciplinary or for com¬ 
passionate leave or discharge was 253. 

The total enlistment in the Active 
Army since the start of the war was 
276,088. Records for the Reserve Ar¬ 
my were not available, but the reserve 
had shown an increase of 21,000 in 
strength since the outbreak of war. 

On Oct. 25 a total of 241,630 were 
serving in all capacities in the Cana¬ 
dian army. Up to that date 276,088 
men had been attested for overseas 
'•ervice. This figure included a num- 
' er of men who had been discharged 
since then. 

The minister said 32,000 men were 
ought in the early summer recruiting 
ampaign and 34,625 were enlisted, 
while a total of 48,000 offered their 
services.

Present allowance for dependents 
if non-commissioned men in army and 
sir is $35 per month for wife and $12 
i month for each of two children. Un¬ 
der the new plan a woman with more 
chan two children gets an allowance of 
:9 a month for the third and $6 a 
month for a fourth. The new arrange¬ 
ment does not increase the mother’s 
basic pay, but it does make provision 
f or more than two children. It is cus¬ 
tomary for the husband to allot $20 a 
nonth of his pay also. A woman with 
two children gets $59 plus her hus¬ 
band’s $20 allotment, to make $79. 
Now if she has four children she will 
get $94 total allowance. 

Increases in war veterans’ allowan¬ 
ces in case of special need will be 
authorized up to $5 for single men 
and $10 for married men.
